FIGHTING AT LADYSMITH. 


The British Lose a Detached Column of 1,200 
Men. The Irish Fusiliers, the Gloucester- 
shires and a Mountain Battery Gobbled by 
the Boers. A Tactical Blunder by Gen. 
White. The Boers Attack Ladysmith 
at Long Range, and are Effectivsly Re- 
plied t%. British Reinforcements are 
Arriving. Ladysmith Not in Danger. 
A Big Butcher’s Bill. 


Winnzec, Nov. 2ad, 99. 

The breaking down of the Delagoa cable 
rorte, combined with monopolization of the 
available telegraph lines by the government 
and state officers is responsible for the fact 
that noth:eg farther has arrived from South 
Africa up to midnight. Nothing has been 
received concerning Menday’s casualties. 


An onconfirmed statem-nt is published 
that Buller has left Cape Town for Lady- 
smith. A belated despatch from Lady- 
smith describing yesterday’s fight says that 
a couple of squadrons of Hussars hada 
warrow escape frem diraster early in the 
day. ‘They found themselves suddenly 
confronted within easy range by an over- 
whelming force of Boers, who seemed to 
spring from the earth. The Hussars were 
splerdidly disciplined and were extricated 
with only one man wounded. 


A despatch dated Tuesday morning says 
that stragglers of the Gloucestershire 
regiment are arriving at Ladysmith, and a 
uumber of muies with a portion of the 
mountain battery are also coming in. 


The British war office has issued the 
following additional despatch as to casual- 
ities: 58 casualities were sustained by Gen. 
Yule’s foree from the time of the battle of 
Glencoe until it joined the force of Gen. 
White—King’s rifles, 4 killed, 13 wounded; 
Leicestershire regiment, 1 wounded, and 9 
missing; artillery, 1 killed, i wounded, 
2 missing; mounted infantry, 27 missing. 
The last mentioned were attached to the 
squadron of the 18th Hussars who were 
entrapped by the Boers after the battle of 
Glencoe. Thev were undoubtedly captured 
with Hussars. A careful calculation of the 
Eritish losses in cll engagements since the 
outbreezk of hostilities, excluding the non- 
commissioned officers and men in Monday’s 
disaster at Ladysmith, which tiias far are 
unknown here, totals 916, to which 1,200 
will be added when the details regarding 
the Ladysmith reverse are received. The 
total is made up as follows: Oificers, 133— 
9 killed, 6! wounded and £3 captured. 
Men 783—137 killed, 492 wounded and 154 
captured. 

LapysmitaH, Oct. 30th, 11:50. 

Firing commenced at 5:20 this morning 
the Boers shelling Ladysmith with forty 
pounders, After seven shots the British 
succeeded in silencing the Boer guns. 
A force of Boers is now advancing on the 


F British left flink. 


Lonpon, Oct 30. 


The despatch of the associated press from 
Ladysmith this morning, which was sent at 
express rates, came through in the remark- 
able time of two hours. It shows the 
crisis which the present stage of war opera- 
tions has reached. The expected attack on 
Ladysmith by the joint Boer forces has 
opened. A despatch from Durban, timed 
9:55 this mornisg, supplements the associat- 
ed press despatch with the information that 
the Hoer shells were chiefly directed against 
ihe station. No damage was done up to 
the time the message from Durban was for- 
warded. That the heavy guns of the Boers, 
from which so much was expected, should be 
silenced so speedily as indicated in the des- 
patch from Ladepuenith is a matter of great 
surprise, but the subsequent advance of the 
Burgher force on the British left flank 
shows that the attacking party were in no 
way dismayed thereby and were still full of 
the self same confidence and daring they 
have already exhibited on various occasions. 
Apparently the Boers: have concentrated 
for a supreme effort at Ladysmith. 

New York, Oct. 30, ’99. 


A discredited despatch from Holland via 
Berlin stating that the British force at 
Ladysmith has surrendered to the Boer 
army is not believed here. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 30, 99. 

A despatch just received from Ladysmith 
announces that the Boers have been repulsed 
with heavy loss. 

General White, commanding at Lady- 
smith, wires: ‘‘ In an engagement with the 
Boers to-day I employed all the troops here 
except the obligatory garrison before the 
works. I sent a ‘mountain battery, the 
Irish Fusiliers and the Gloucesters to take 
up a position on the hills to clear my left 
flank. The force moved out at 11 yesterday 
evening, aad during the same night the 
firing battery mules stampeded with some 
guns, which I hope to recover. Two 
battalions haye not yet returned, but are 
expected this evening. I detailed two 
brigade divisiovs of artillery and five 
battalions _ of infantry aided by 
calvary under Gen. French to attack 
the position evacuated, but our force was 
attacked with considerable vigor by what 
I believe were Gen. Joubert’s troops. They 
had many guns and showed in greatnumbers. 
Cur troops were all in action and we pusa- 
ed the enemy back several miles, but did 
not succeed in reaching his Jaager. Our 
losses are between 80 and 100, but the 
enemy’s must have been much greater the 
fire of our guns being very effective. 
After heing in action several hours I 
withdrew tho troops, and they returned 
unmolested to their contonments. The 
enemy are in great numbers and their guns 
range further than onr field» guns, I 
now have several of their guns tempor- 
arily silenced and hope I will per- 
manently domimate the enemy’s best 
guns with which they have beer bom- 
barding the town at a range of ovei. 6,000 
yards. : ; 

The naval brigade arrived this 
merning at 9-30 and has jast commenced 
firing with six quick firing guns with great 
precision. The Boer four pounders, which 
had again begun to shell town were tempor- 
arily disabled at the third and fifth reports. 
Brisk firing is in progress on the right and 
left flanks. The advance was made at dawn 
with the object of shelling the Boers from 
their position where yesterday they mount- 
ed anumber of guns. On reaching the spot, 
however, it was found that they had evacuat- 
ed the pesition. British continued to ad- 
vance and the movement developed into a 
reconnaissance in force. The enemy were 
posted on a range of hilis having a frontage 
of about sixteen miles.”

Gen. White telegraphs from Ladysmith 
describing the disaster of yesterday to the 
detached column of Fusiliers and Gloucester- 
shires: 

‘‘As dawn skirmishing attack on our 
position was commenced by enemy. At 
9.30 a. m. strong reinforcements enabled 
them to rush the attack with great energy. 
Their fire became very searching and two 
companies of Gloucesters in an advancing 
position were ordered to fall back. Enemy 
then pressed to short range, the losses on 
our side becoming very numerous. 


At 3 p.m. their ammunition was prac- 
tically exhausted, the position was captured 
and the survivors of column fell into the 
enemy’s haads. 


The enemy treated our wounded with 
humanity. Gen. Joubert dispatched letter 
to me offering safe conduct te doctors and 
ambulance to remove the wounded. 


The want success of the column is due to 
the misfortune of the mules stampeding 
and the consequent loss of the ammunition 
reserve, 


One regiment of the British with fixed 
bayonets he'd a position on the hill till 
owing to the raking fire of the Boers they 
had to surrender. 

Safety of Ladysmith is in no way affected. 


A Cape Town despatch says the Boers 
shelled Ladysmith last night. Naval 
brigade of the warship Philomel with six 
guns responded and knocked one of the 
Boer’s forty pounders overlooking Lady- 
Smith off its stand, and silenced the Boer 
battery. Many Boers must have been 
killed. 


The Very Latest. 

Another list of casualties at Dundee was 
isened by the war office this merning.. It 
gives 82 non-commissioned efficers and men 
of the Dublin Fusiliers missing ; indicating 
that the Boers captured as many Fusiliers 
as they did Hussars. 

The war officeat London this afternoon 
issued the following despatzh dated Lady- 
smith, Nov. 3: ‘Lieut. Egerton, of H. 
M. S. Powerful, was dangerously wounded 
this morning by a shell in the left knee and 
right foot. His !ife is in danger at present.” 

It is inferred from this despatch that the 
artillery duel between the Boers and British 
continues as Lieut. Egerton was gunnery 
lieutenant with the big naval guns.

No settle- 
ment is so isolated or remote that its 
news does cot appear as occasion offers 
in these columns. At the same time, 
as the town is the centre of business 
towards which all sections of the coun- 
try draw to some extent, news of the 
town is of interest to the country. 
There is no clash of interest between 
town and country in this matter and 
the news of both will appear in full in 
the columns of the BuLLETIN. 

But while spreading the news of 
Edmonton and district before the 
world at large it has not neglected to 
keep the people of Edmonton posted 
up to date on what is occurring in the 
rest of the world. In other words the 
Buietin’s telegraphic service has 
been and will continue to be a leading 
feature.

BOER AND BRITAIN. 
The Transvaai and Orange Free 
‘State together comprise an area 800 
miles in greatest length by 500 in 


| greatest breadth. Somewhat larger 


than the Canadian Northwest from 
: Winnipeg to the Rockies and from the 
| Saskatchewan to ihe boundary. It 
| is chiefly an elevated prairie having a 
muderate climate, and chiefly a fertile 
soil. At Kimberley adjoining, or 
partly within the Orange Free State 
are the greatest diamond mines in the 
world, and at Johannesburg, in the 
Traasvaal, are the greatest gold mines 
in the world. This is a country well 
| Worth fighting tor, particularly as both 
republics have been proven to be suit- 
able for settlement by white men. The 
Free State is the better agricultural 
region, having a cooler climate than 
the Transvaal. 
Transvaal is given as 80,000 Boers and 
123,650 British and other nationalities. 
The Free State 78,100 Boers and 
15,600 British and others. Cape 
Colony with Bechuanaland, strange to 
j to say, has a larger Boer population 
| than the Transvaal and’ Free State 
‘together namely 265,000 Boers and 
| 194,800 British. Athough nominally 
| loyal there is no doubt that the Boer 
army is largely augumented by volun- 
teers from the Boer population of the 
Cape. Natal has a Boer population of 
6,500 and a British population of 
123,650. Rhodesia has 1,500 Boers 
and 8,500 British. Basuto land has 
300 Boers and 381 British. 


THOSE TAX EXEMPTIONS. 

This is a great year for trouble, and 
the BuLLETIN is having its full share. 
For some time it has been apparent 
that there were insurmountable diffi- 
culties in the way of its pleasing the 
Free Press. Having succeeded in 

living through the shock and surprise 
of this discovery, it has been confront- 
ed with another. It can’t please the 
Regina Leader. 

The BuLLETIN was much attracted by 
arecent article in the Leader dealing 
with the growing needs of the Terri- 

torial government resultant from in- 


crease of population, and (it may be 
added) additions of territory. The 
Leader made the existence of certain 
wholesale tax exemptions one of its 
principal arguments in support of an 
increased grant from the federal 
treasury. In view of the fact that this 
question has to be dealt with in parlia- 
ment by men, who must be convinced, 
not only of the need, but also of the 
justice, of increased Dominion expend- 
itures for the benefit of the Territuries, 
the Butietin, following the Leader’s 
lead, mildiy suggested that the move- 
ment for an increased subsidy might 
well proceed by first asking for the 


removal of these exemptions. If this 


was refused the case of the Territories j 


for an increase of subsidy would be 
the more firmly and effectively estab- 
lished. 

The Leader does not agree with this 
view—considers it “absurd in the 
extreme.” It continues ; 

“Financial relief is an immediate 
requirement ; if it is to be deferred 
until the government and _ parliament 
forces the abolition of exemptions, the 
Territories judging by the want of 
speed witnessed to date will havea 
weary wait for relief.” 

It will be noticed that the foregoing 
quotation carefully and cleverly re- 
verses by inference the purport of the 
BULLETIN’s suggestion.

Edmoston Saw Mills. 
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The Winnipeg dailies arriving on 
Monday night give news from the 
seat of war in Natal up to Thursday 
evening, Oct. 26th, in Rhodesia up to 
the 21st, at Kimberly up tothe 24th, 
and at Maféking up to about the 21st. 

In the Glencoe fight the British lost 
a detachment of Dublin Fusiliers 
taken as prisoners in addition to the 
squadran of Hussars. Thetotal number 


is not given, but the following officers 


are included “18th Hussars, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Bernhard, Major Gre- 
ville, Drysdale, Moller and Captain 
Pollock, Dablin Fusiliers, Captain 
Lonsdale, Lieutenant Le Mesurier, 
Lieutenant Garvice, Lieutenant Grim- 
shaw, Licutenant Majendie and Lieu- 


tenant Shore. It is presumed that a 
whole squadron of the !8ih Hussars, 
under the comman:! of the officers 
first named has been taken prisoners.” 
The Boers report the arrival of ten 
railway cars loaded with prisoners 
captured in the fight at Glencoe on 
Friday, Oct. 28th, at Pretoria. Two 
of the officers were wounded. Neither 
side give any particulars as to how the 
mea were captured. The Boer report 
of the Glencoe fight is very meagre, 
and is as follows: 

Friday's fight at Dundee started at 
five in the morning and lasted until 
two in the afternoor. The Burghers, 
under General Lucas Meyer, took a 
strong position, but were compelled to 
retire to the laager after capturing a 
maxim. Fighting was resumed this 
morning in the neighborhood of Glen- 
coe and Dundee. Several Boer forces 
were engaged. The firing was dis- 
tinctly heard at Dannhauser. 


In explanation of the use of the 
name Dundee instead of Glencoe it 
may be mentioned that the two places 
are five miles apart, and the Briiish 
a was between them trying to hold 


Now that we have the Boer and 
British reports of this the first battle 
ofthe war it is plain that both sides 
us2 the truth judiciously in reporting 
their engagements. The Boers say 
nothing about heavy losses and the 
British nothing about losing so many 
prisoners. 

It would appear that the British 
victory at Elandslaagte was much 
more complete than that at Glencoe. 
The Boer report is as follows : 


The Johannesburg burghers Hol- 
lander corps has had a heavy engage- 
ment at Elandslaagte. The battle 
lasted twelve hours against heavy odds. 
Two hundred are missing and about 
one hundred burghers are dead and 
wounded. It is reported that Col. 
Schiel and Field Cornets Spienadr and 
Joubert are killed. 


Considering that 888 Boer prison 
ers had arrived at the capital of 
Natal by the morning of Oct. 24th, as 
a result of the battles of Glencoe and 
Elandslaagte, the Boer account of 
those two actions may reasonably be 
called conservative. 

A later Boer report ot the battle at 
Glencoe, however, is as follows: 

“Gen. Erasmus, as expected, was 
compelled to retire, his men and 
' horses being exhausted. Gen. Erasmus 
appears to have been decoyed into the 
wrong direction by the enemy, and 
the British succeeded in capturing the 
Uarecht and Vryfield forces. The 
number killed is unknown, but the 
burghers suffered heavily.” The 
second telegram bears evidence of 
being a repetition of the same engage- 
ment by Commandant Trichaardt. It 
says: “The Ermelo burghers in 
charge of the artillery apparently fled 
from Dundee. They were re-inforced 
by sixty Pretoria burghers under Gen. 
Erasmus. The English opened fire and 
De Jaeger with a Krupp yielded. Our 
= wounded were numerous, including 

|Commandant G. Crobler. We also 
= lost 243 prisoners.” 

According to the latest British 
account of the battle at Glencoe, the 
Boer army amounted to 7,000 men, 
and about noon another army a!most 
m™ 1s large, under Commandant Gen. 

| Joubert, advanced within 6,000 yards 
= of Glencoe camp, and then retired. 
The Boer losses were heavy, quite 300. 
- A third battle was not fought at 
> Dundee as supposed. The Boers fired 
with cannon at long range during 
Saturday and Sunday, without doing 
much damage. A detachment was 
sent by Gen. Yule to intercept the 
= retreat of a part of the Boers from 

; Elandslaagte, but without effective 
On Monday it was decided 
that he should withdraw before the 
main advance of Gen. Joubert’s force 
and join Gen. White at Ladysmith. 
He reached Ladysmith safely on 
Thursday, without having been at- 
tacked. His wounded were left at 
Dundee, as the roughness of the march 
would have proved fatal to many. 


Gen.Symons died on Monday, the 
23rd, and was buriedon Tuesday. He 
had been with the rest of the wounded 
in the hands the Boers. The Boers 
occupied Dundee on Monday after- 
noon. 

A battle was fought, however, by 
Gen. White on Tuesday, the 24th, at 
Reitfontein to clear the way for Gen. 
Yule’s retreat. The Boers were rout- 
ed with considerable loss  inelud- 
ing 300 prisoners. The British lost 
13 killed and 93 wounded. A large 
portion of Gen. White’s force was en- 
gaged,

He says that Gen. Viljeoa was killed ; 
early in the fight. Gen. Schiel and 
Col. Pretorious were severely wounded 
and are prisoners. Also Phillip K-ck, 
son of the general. Gen. Schiel’s 
foree was almost annihlated at Eland- 
slaagte. 

The natives report that the Boers 
took 16 wagon loads of dead from the 
battlefield of Glencoe. 


The magistrate at Vryberg reported 
to the premier of Cape Colony that 
515 Boers had been killed at Ma- 
feking. 

Ail was well at Mafeking up to 
Oct. 21st. A Boer report stated 
the bombardment of Mafeking begsn 
on Tuesday, the 24th. 


Tha fight reported at Kimberley took 
place on Tuesday, the 24th. Botha, the 
Boer commander and 2 member of the 
Volksraad, was killed. The Boers 
lost heavily. The British lost three 
killed and twenty-one wounded. The 
fight started by an attack on a recon- 
noitering party of 270 men. These 
were afterwards supported from Kim- !- 
Serley with the result that the Boer 
attack ended in a defeat. 


Hostilities opened in Rhodesia, near 
Fort Tuli, on Oct. 19th. On that 
date a reconnoitering party from the 
Fort were fired on by a party of Boers. 
On the 21st a sharp skirmish occurred 
at Rhodes’ drift, or Ford, across the 
Limpopo. The British lost two killed 
aud two wounded. The Beers lost 
seven killed and many wounded. They 
retired. Another report of a fight at 
Rhodes’ drift (probably the same) 
places the Boer loss at six killed and 
four prisoners. It is reported that a 
Boer force of 700 is raiding Rhodesia, 
and that they compelled the Kaffirs to 
take up arms with them, whereupon 
the British seized two Kaffir chiefs to 
bold as hostages.

Magnificent weather since last issue. 
Grain in the stook is now all fit for 
stacking, and the farmers who threshed 
or stacked while the grain was unfit 
are kicking themselves. The murphy 
family, which was in a dangerous state 
a short time ago, is now progressing 
nicely. Over an average crop will be 
safely housed, but some loss has occur- 
red, which will lessen the expected 
record yield. Threshing is progressing 
fovorably. Since the fine weather set 
in, apparently to stay, everyone wears 
a contented smile. No ice has yet 
appeared in the river, indicating a con- 
tinuance of the mild weather. 


THE DEMURRAGE QUESTION. 


Messrs. C. E. Macpherson, general 
passenger agent; G. H. Shaw, general 
freight agent, of the C. P. R. western 
division, and N. E. Brooks, traflic 
superintendent on the C. & E., arrived 
on Monday’s train. T. W. Lines, 
president of the board of trade, Messrs. 
Gregg and Tims, of the Post; Oliver, 
of the BuLuetin, and McDonald, of the 
Plaindealer, met them at the Alberta 
Hotel by invitation. M. McCauley, 
M. L. A., was also asked to be present, 
but could not come. ‘The principal 
question discussed was the recent order 
of the railway company to collect 
demurrage of $2 a day on every car 
held more than 24 hours for loading or 
unloading. Mr. Shaw said that the 
order was not new. That it was a 
standirg regulation of the company. 
Possibly the fact that it had not been 
insisted on hitherto at this point made 
it appear like a new regulation to 
people here. Every fall a reminder 
was sent out abcat the time of the 
great rush of grain and consequent 
shortage of cars. As the shortage was 
greater this year than ever before the 
company was more strict than formerly 
about enforcing it. At the same time 
where special conditions existed, as at 
Edmonton, the company was quite 
willing to give special consideration. 
He asked how long a time was required 
to load a car from the north side of the 
river. 

Mr. Lines said that the shippers on 
the north side had asked for 72 hours. 
He thought this would be fair. Farmers 
on both sides of the river would re- 
quire the same time in order that the 
privilege should be of value to them. 
For special reasons, which he pointed 
out, even shippers wh? owned elevators 
were not always able to get their cars 
loaded in 24 hours. Not being able to 
shift the cars about they were some- 
times in a worse position than the man 
loading direct into the car wherever he 
found it. 

Mr. McDorald said that shippers of 
coal could not possibly load in 24 hours. 

After considerable discussion, in 
which Mr. Shaw pointed out the urgent 
necessity of the company getting the 
use of its cars as soon as possible while 
at the same time wishing to meet the 
needs of the public, he said the com- 
pany would be willing to allow the 
following : 

In case of receiving freight, cars 
might be held without demurrage for 
24 hours by dealers in Strathcona; for 
48 hours by dealers in Edmonton, and 
for 72 hours by dealers at Fort Sas- 
katchewan, St. Albert or other outlying 
poinis. The time to be reckoned from 
7 o'clock in the morning of the day 
after the car arrived. 

In case of shipping freight: Strath- 
cona dealers would be allowed 24 hours. 
Edmonton and cutlying points (includ- 
ing farmers) 48 hours from the time 
loading should commence after notice 
of the car being ready had been receiv- 
ed. Forty-eight hours to be allowed 
loading coai cars. In all cases no de- 
murrage to be charged on outgoing 
cars so long as they were ready to go 
out on the first train after the time 
limit had expired. In all cases the 
agent would be allowed reasonable dis- 
cretion in case of unavoidable diffi- 
culties such as impassable condition of 
the river, and the like. Mr. Shaw 
explained the difference between the 
time allowed dealers and shippers in 
Strathcona acd those in Edmonton and 
other places by saying that the con- 
ditions in Strathcona were precisely 
similar to those all along the company’s 
lines, and therefore did not admit of 
any different arrangements there than 
at other places. In discussing the 
train service n2 present prospect of an 
increase in the number of expisco 
trains was indicated. But if the 
winter business showed a satisfactory 
increase there might be an increase of 
express trains in the spring. There is 
® possibility that the days of running 
of the second mixed train may be 
changed from up on Saturday and 
down on Monday to up on Tuesday 
and down on Wednesbay, as likely 
to be of greater convenience to the 
public.

He was emloyed as one of a gang of labor- 
ers on the new Cariboo road, about 20 miles 
from Kamloops, and made no resistance. It 
was fortunate that the Sgt. arrived when he 
did, as Quigley had asked the foreman for 
his time and was about to leave the gang. 
He gays he was warned by a dream that he 
was wanted. He is a silm man, with sharp 
features, pale complexion and quite black 
hair and mustache. He takes his arrest 
quietly. 

On the way te Kamloops Sgt. Aston ar- 
rested at Albert Canon three tramps who 
were wanted by the Winnipeg police in con- 
nection with the recent Gordon murder 
there. They were stealing a ride on the 
train. In this arrest Sgt. Astor was assist- 
ed by Corp. Trotter, who was on his way 
west on leave, and by the provincial con- 
svable at Albers Canon.
